ments we insert here brief abstracts of 
the laws in those states, premising that 
the law of Georgia upon the subject is 
weli understood, in view of its recent 
discussion in the constitutional con- 
vention. 

Iu Alabama there is no insolvent or 
assignment law. Attachments may 
‘issue under certain circumstances. 
Exemptions are: personal property of 
a resident not exceeding $1,000 in value, 
an improved homestead of 160 acres in 
the country, or à city, town or village 
lo:, with improvement not exceeding 
$2,000. In addition to the above $200 
worth of stock for a mechanic, wearing 
apparel, family library and pictures, 
and grain and groceries for a family for 
twelve months. 

In Florida a debtor may assign his 
property with preference. Attach- 
ments may issue. Exempt: 160 acres 
of land, with residence and business 
house in country, or half acre of land 
with residence and business house in 
city, town or village ; $1,000 of person- 
al property. 

In Mississippi there is no provision 
for assigaments. Attachments issue 
for {fraud or against non-residents. Ex- 
enpt: Tools, libraries of professionale, 
8250; to the head of a family, antmals 
and provisions, $100; furniture, $100; 
homestead of 80 acres, $2,000. 

In North Carolina an insolvent debt- 
or, to obtain a discharge, must place all 
his property in the hands of a trustee 
appointed on petition, who will hold 
the same for the benefit of creditors. 
He may then receive a discharge, but 
the debt is not discharged. Imprison - 
ment for fraud. Attachment may is- 
sue. Exempt: Selected personal prop- 
erty, $500; homestead, $1,000. 

In South Carolina any debtor may 
make an assignment for the benefit of 
his creditors, may prefer one creditor 
to another, and claim a release in full 
as acondition precedent to consign- 
ment. Aitachments may issue spe- 
cialiy, only for fraud or non-residence. 
Exempt: homestead, $1,000, furniture, 
tools, etc., $400, 

In Tennessee, no general insolvent 
law. Debtor may make assignment 
and prefer creditors in good faith. At- 
tachments may iseue, Exempt: home- 
siead $1,000 to each head of family, 
household and stock. 

In Virginia there are no insolvent 
laws. Debtors may assign for benefit 
of. creditors, with preference. Attach-
